Tracy argued that each partner had the 
same rights and@ powers in the matters 
of the firm as had the combined firm. He 
was still on this line of argument when 
“the court took a recess. ; 
Judge Ingraham subsequently ruled 
that it was immaterical whether Wiman 
was or was not a partner of Dun, but that 
it was entirely clear that as between 
themselves, it was not a partnership. The 
articles of agreement were upon their 
face merely an employment of Wiman, 
King and Douglass as managers. All 
power of indorsement was expressly with- 
held from them except the power to in- 
dorse for deposit checks payable to the 
concern. Wiman had been allowed to 
indorse for other purposes and to that ex- 
tent the articles were virtually modified. 
The act of Wiman, however, as far as 
shown, was one which plainly brought it 
under the provisions of the statute relating 
to forgery and was plainly an act which 
he had no authority under the agreement 
to perform.

OLD-TIME BAKERS. 


How They Were Punished for Bad Bread and 
Food Adulteration. 

(Ashton Reporter:) The adulteration of 
*food has always been punished severely, 
probably more severely than any other 
form of cheating, and the watchful eye of 
the law has been directed more toward 
the baker than to his fellow-tradesmen. 
At all times and in all countries, the 
slightest delinquency on the part of the 
man who makes our daily bread has been 
visited with exemplary punishment. Dur- 
ing the middle ages scarcely any spectacle 
was so pleasing to the people of Centra: 
Europe as that of the public punishment ot 
the cheating baker. The penalties in- 
flicted on swindling bakers included con- 
fiscation of propéfty, deprivation of civil 
and other rights, banishment from the 
town for a certain period, bodily punish- 
ment, the pillory and the ‘‘gibbet.’’ 

If a baker was found guilty of an of- 
fense against the law, he was arrested and 
kept in safe custody till the gibbet was 
It was erected as nearly 
as possible in the middle of the town, the 
beam projecting over a stagnant pool; at 
the end of the beam was a pulley, over 
which ran a rope fastened to a basket 
The baker 
was forced into the basket, which was 
drawn up to the beam; there he hung over 
the muddy pool, the butt of the jeers and 
missiles of a jubilant crowd. The only 
way to escape was to jump into the dirty 
water and run through the crowd to his 
home, and if he did not take the jump 
willingly, he was sometimes helped out of 
the basket by means of a pole. 

In some towns a large cage was used in- 
stead of a basket, and, instead of taking 
a jump, the culprit was lowered into the 
filthy pool and drawn, up again several 
times until thé town authorities thought 
he had. had enough. In some parts ot 
Turkey it was, until recently, the rule to 
punish a baker who did not give full 
weight by nailing his ear to the doorpost. 
If he were out when the officers of justice 
arrived his son or his servant was punished 
in his stead, as the authorities were very 
much averse to making their men do the 
journey twice.

Senators Speak Against 


Mr. Hansbroug! A Says Wool- 
growers Must Go. 


Senator Dubois Pleads for His 
4 Section’s Interests. 


Ex-Gov. Perkins Defends the Late Leland 
Stanford—A Resolution With Respect 
to Foreign Retaliation—New 
Circuit Judges. 


Associated Press Leased-wire. Service. 
WASHINGTON, June 13.—Representa 
tive Walker of Massachusetts, a veteran 
member of the Committee on Banking and 
the senior representative member of. the 
committee, says that in his opinion the 
question of banking and. currency about 
to, be matured in a comprehensive system 
by a select committee of five members, 
under a recent vote of the Banking Com- 
mittee, is the most important scheme be- 
fore Congress, not second to the tariff. 
Sealed ballots are now being filed for the 
purpose of selecting the committee of five. 

Wach member of the Banking Committee 
has a vote, and names five of his assoc.- 
ates on the committee. The seais will 
be broken on Friday, and the members 
having the largest number or votes wil 
constitute the select committee. Mr. 
Walker has agreed that no Votes shall be 
given to himself or to Messrs: Springer, 
Warner or Sperry, as each of them has a 
banking bill to which they natural'y will 
be inclined. The entire purpose of the 
forming of the select committee is to 
break away from the present bills, and to 
get.up a broad banking system with such 
good features of all bills as may recom- 
mend themselves. 

“The committee of five will sit continu- 
ally,’ said Mr. Walker, ‘“‘with a view of 
reporting their work to the House by the 
27th inst., to insure positive results. The 
recent discussion in the House and in the 
committee has made the substantial feat- 
ures of the system reasonably certain. It 
is in the direction of national currency 
and national banking, and away fr.m 
State banking, and is based on gold and 
silver, instead of bonds. The general de- 
sire is to create a system of national banks 
which shall proceed along lines parallel 
to the present National Bank Bill. The 
latter will be merged gradually into and 
absorbed by the new system. As _ the 
charters of the old banks expire they will 
be given charters under the new banking 
system. Thus the old and new systems 
can proceed in parallel lines without any 
disarrangement of either system.’”’ 

Mr. Walker was asked what the new sys- 
tem of banks would have to do with the 
issuance of money. He said: “The bill 
undoubtedly will provide for doing away 
with the various forms of curréncy now

It levies a duty of 
more than. 50 per cent. upon sugars, and 
places wheat, flour and many other prod- 
ucts of the farm on the free list. While 
claiming to be in the interest of the ex- 
tension of our markets for agricultural 
products, it strikes down the reciprocity 
clause of the McKinley act, thereby nar- 
rowing the American farmers’ foreign mar- 
ket by millions of dollars. : 

He declared that the’ wool-raiser west 
of the Mississippi River would be obliged 
to go out of business, for the simple rea- 
son that while the cost of producing wool 
was from 5 to 50 cents per pound, the cost 
in Australia was 5 to 6 cents per pound, 
and that in addition to this the freight 
rates from Rocky Mountain points to Bos- 
ton and Philadelphia were from 2% to 3 
cents per pound, while the carrying charges 
from Australia were less than 1 cent per 
pound.

FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION.

WASHINGTON, June 13.—_SENATE.— 
Senator Perkins of California today 
| briefly defended the memory of the 
late Leland Stanford from charges 
made by Representative Geary, © that 
he ‘founded Stanford University out 
of a spirit of resentment because he 
was not elected a trustee of the University 
of California. Senator Perkins said that 
when he was Governor of California he ap- 
pointed Stanford regent of the university, 
but, at the request of the latter, the Legis- 
lature did not confirm the nomination. 
Gov. Stoneman also would have made Stan- 
ford a regent, but the honor was declined. 

A resolution offered by Senator Morgan 
passed, calling on the Secretary of the 
Treasury for a‘statement as to what 
amount of gold coin was received by the 
Treasury Department since November 1, 
1893; how much was received from the 
sale of bonds and to what persons or bank- 
ing institutions such bonds were sold; 
also what outstanding obligations were re- 
deemed in gold since that date. 

Senator Hoar offered a resolution calling 
on the President to inform the Senate, 
what, if any, representation has been made 
to the government by the representatives 
of foreign countries as to the contemplated 
retaliation on account of the proposed 
imposition of a discriminating duty on 
sugar against a country giving bounties; 
facts as to the probable exclusion of our 
agricultural products from Germany or 
Guatemala, and any information in pos- 
session relative to the proposed retaliatory 
legislation by the Cortes of Spain on ac- 
count of the abrogation of the reciprocity 
treaty under the tariff act of 1890. The 
resolution, was adopted. 

On motion of Senator Vi a bill pro- 
viding for one additional Circuit Judge 
each for the Seventh, Eighth and Ninth 
Judicial districts, was passed. The tariff 
debate was resumed, the pending ques- 
tion being Senator Peffer’s. amendment. to 
restore 50 per cent. of the duty on raw 
wools. Senator Sherman made a _ vigor- 
ous speech against free wool. The ques- 
tion of free wool, he said, vitally affected 
the people of Ohio. He reiterated what 
he had said in a previous speech that 
free wool was the culminating atrocity of 
this bill. He appealed to the Democrats to 
put aside politics and withhold this de- 
structive blow to this great industry. The 
sheep-raising and wool-growing industry 
was common to a greater or less extent to 
every State and Territery. It was certain, 
he said, that the United States could not 
compete in the production of wool with 
Australia, Argentine Republic and other 
countries where sheep-raising was the 
principal industry. Unless some govern- 
ment aid was given the farmers of the 
United States they must abandon the field. 

Senator Dubois followed Senator Sher- 
man. He made a strong protest against 
placing wool on the free list as disas- 
trous.to the great. sheep-raising industry 
of his section.

The matter was referred the 
City Council with the recommendation that 
the amendments suggested be made.

The Chief reported having granted per- 
mission to N. Canepa to erect a blacksmith 
shop under the ordinance. 

A’ petition of the Russell and’ Wilson 
Company for~ permission to have a four- 
horse power engine to consume coal for 
the’ purpose of manufacturing ladies’ 
straw and felt hats on the property of 8S. 
Hellman at No. 113 West Third street, 
was referred to the Chief. a 

A communication from Mary H. Shafer 
and others, stated that they sanction the 
conducting of a livery stable proposed. to’ 
b e erected on the east side of Main street,,. 
forty. feet north of the fire engine-house 
between Adams and Twenty-fifth streets, 
was referred to the Chief. 

Henry Scheerer presented charges 
against Callman Clarence Samuelson, which 
chargé, he stated, was ‘“‘for conduct unbe-. 
coming a member of the department by 
creating a disturbance around the house.

being foreman of his company.”’

LOS ANGELES, May 30, 1894.—(To the 
Editor of The Times.) Excuse me for 
asking a few lines in your papef: How. 
is it when they employed men on city 
work, they said they must be citizens, and 
paid them $1 per day; and at the very 
same time they put to work a man in the

day. This man was no citizen, nor never 
was. I understand they discharged a citi- 
zen to make room for this man that just 
arrived from England last October. He is 
not a taxpayer, hor does he own any 
property. I think where there are s0 many 
poor men who have small homes, and have 
to work hard to keep the wolf from the 
door, and meet taxes, they ought to have 
a preference. J understand that Mr. Mes- 
mer, one of the Park Commissioners, was 
very much opposed to the employment of ' 


-this man for the reason that he is not 


a citizen. I also understand that when the 
Council held a meeting, to investigate 
‘how many men there were on the. pay- 
roll; that were not citizens, 
was dropped until said investigation was 
over and then he stepped up and received 
his salary just the same. Now then, can 
you please tell me who is guilty of such 
trickery, and why do they not employ 
men that pay taxes on little homes?

ferred to in the above communication not 
being given, the entire list of. names on 
the last payroll of the park department 
was, gone over with the Great Register 
and all but four or five of the names 
were found to be voters.

Injunction Sulit Against Mrs. Gen. Fremont— 
‘‘Black Point’’ Property. 

Suit has been commenced in the United. 

States Circuit Court by Loren Jones of 


mont, of this city, to enjoin her from dis- 
posing of the’ proceeds of such an account 
as many be awarded her by the United 
States Court of Claims for her ‘Black 
Point” property in San Francisco, which 
was taken by the government on October 
13, 1863. 

It 1s alleged in the complaint that 
prior to the, year 1860, John C. Fremont, 
who died on July 13, 1890, was indebted 


services, rendered and money expended on 
his behalf. That on January 15, 1885, 
Freemont confessed judgment for that 
amount in the Supreme Court of New 
York, and that said judgment has never 
been satisfied. 

That in 1851 Gen, Fremont had an inter- 
est in the Mariposa grant, one-half of 
which he deeded to -Palmer, Cook & Co., 
bankers, for which they were to pay the 
expenses of getting the title’ confirmed 
and furnish him with mohey to pay his 
expenses to “England. for the purpose cf 
selling the whole of the grant; that the 
deed to the samé was not recorded, as the 
parties interested expected to make a 
sale very soon, and wanted to keep the 
record as free as possible. 

In 1855 the title was confirmed by the 
United States government. In 1857 Fre- 
mont mortgaged the property for $50,000. 
In 1858 he gave a mortgage to John 
James Dixroll, Franklin Haven and 
Thomas W. Pierce as security, for 300 
bonds of $1000 each. Mills were erected 
and quartz veins in different parts of the 
Mariposa property were worked. That on 
June 14, 1860, Fremont gave a mortgage 
to Trenor W. Park for $400,000. _ 

That on September 27, 1860, Fremont 
purchased twelve acres of land in’ the, 
city of San Francisco, known as “Black 
Point,”’ for $41,000, but the title to said 
property was made in his wife’s name. 

That the Mariposa property was never 
worth the amount of the incumbrance 
upon it, and was.sold by the Sheriff for a 
nominal sum. That the transfer of the 
“Black Point’ property to Mrs. Fremont 
by her husband was wholly without con- 
sideration, and was for the purpose of 
defrauding their creditors, Fremont at the 
time being hopelessly insolvent and owing: 
several hundred thousand dollars. 

It is therefore prayed that said trans- 
fer be declared fraudulent and void, that: 
Mrs. Fremont be enjoined from collecting 
or disposing of the proceeds of her claim 
against the government, and that a re- 
ceiver appointed.

tion, in accordance with the plan adopted 
by the recent convention, and a thorough 
campaign of education carried aut, the 
bonds would receive the requisite ma- 
jority. 

At the outset of the campaign the idea 
gained currency in the rural sections of 
the county that the city taxpayers would 
not be called upon to pay their quota of 
the bonds. We have been unable to find 
any one who quotes any authority for this 
proposition, and as a matter of fact there 


issued by the county must be met, both 
interest and sinking fund, by a general 
tax on all the property within the county 
limits. We have combated this mistake 
to the best of our ability, but we learn 
that 4 number of remonstrances have been 
signed and forwarded to the Board of Su- 
pervigors, based on this objection alone. 
Of course in any extended eampaign such 
objections as these could be finally si- 
lenced. 

Another point which is offered by some 
members of the labor unions is that it is 
proposed to have the work done by con- 
tract. Perhaps when it is understood that 
the State law requires it to be so done 
this objection will also be removed. ~ 
“In a few cases large land-owners ob- 
ject to the project on the ground ‘that it 
would increase their taxes. We are con- 
fident that this source of opposition could 
also be removed by “showing that the 
inerease in taxes would be insignificant in 
the cities and that in the country there 
would be no increase whatever. 

On two points we have found the people 
of the cities and country alike practically 
unanimous, viz: that the county needs bet- 
ter roads and would be greatly iniproved 
by tHeir existence; and, secondly, that we 
are never likely to have much better 
roads under the present system. With 
such unanimity on these two material 
points it would seem that the Supervisors, 
together with such a commission of engi- 
neers as it is proposed to appoint, ought 
to be able to work out somé. plan that 
will meet the approbation of the voters 
of the county and will ultimately provide 
us with satisfactory roads. es |

_ Four Months’ imprisonment in 


4 Each Case. 


A Threatening Letter Read by His 
| Honor, 


Which Was Answered in Characteristic 


Style — An Officer Who Knows His 
Duty and Has the Courage of 
His Convictions. 


A profound sensation was created in the 
United States Circuit Court yesterday 
morning by the acknowledgment from the 
bench by Judge Ross of the receipt of an 
anonymous letter, threatening him w:th 
dynamite in the event of the conviction 
of the industrials, charged with contempt. 

As upon the preceding day, the respond- 


ents, to the number of 170 odd, were 


herded together in the rear of the court- 
room, just before court .convened,. and, 
as they awaited.the hour at.which their 
fate was to be decided, it was evident that 
few, if any of them, realized that they 
were in immediate danger of losing their 
liberty. 

All the attorneys for the government 
were presemt, but J. Marion Brooks, Esq., 
alone appeared for the respondents. In- 
side the railing, reserved for counsel and 
litigants® sat Mrs. Anne F. Smith, Mrs. 
Aleck and her brother, Theo Pinther. The 
latter appéared as indifferent to his sur- 
roundings as usual, but the women looked 
eagerly expéctant. 

Punctually at 10:30 o’clock Judg2 Ross 
emerged from the side door of his cham- 
bers, and took his seat on the bench. 

Almost immediately afterward he pro- 
duced ,an envelope, and, merely* mention- 
ing the title of the case at bar, by way of 

“TI received a few days ago 
mail this threatening note: 

““*You send one of the Industrial Army 
to jail, and you will’ get some dynamite. 
By order of the K.’”’ 

An ominous silence during which no 
one present even seemed to breathe, 
followed this anncuncement, but, clear- 
ing his throat, Judge Ross picked -up 
several loose sheets of typewritten mat- 
ter and proceeded to read as follows: ~ 

‘Of course, the rectipt of the commun- 
ication will not affect in the slightest 
one, way or the other, my ac- 
tion in this case, for I shall act in this, 
as in any other case that comes before 
me as judge, in accordance with what I 


through the 


consider right and proper in the prem- 


ises, regardless of consequences to my- 
self. But the mere threat that if a 
judge should do what he considers his 
duty, he will be blown to pieces. with 
dynamite, must be abhorrent, not only 
to every one who has any interest in 
this country, but to every other right 
thinking person; and I call attention 
to the matter in open court that the 
people may see to what extent the ex- 
sté Ws, ne ay adaminis- 
tration of good omes, and the absence of 
others that ought to enacted, lead. 
“It ought never to bé forgotten that this 
is a country and a government of law and 
order, and that a remedy for real or ‘im- 
aginary wrongs and grievances here can 


only be had.by lawful means. One thing 


is certain, and that is, that any man or 
set of men who come into this judicial 
district and knowingly interfere with the 
process, order, judgment or decree of this 
court will be severely punished. 
“Accordingly, in this case, the court 
now makes and the clerk will enter on 
record this order and judgment: 
“‘Whereas, on the 7th day of June, 1894, 
W. J. Hunsaker filed in this court an 
affidavit setting forth that on the 8th day 
of January, 1894, this court, in a suit 
entitled Mercantile Trust Company vs. 
Atlantic and Pacific Railroad Company, a 
corporation, duly made an order appoint- 
ing J. W. Reinhart, John J. McCook and Jo- 
seph C.-Wilson receivers of the property 
of said corporation, including, among other 
property, the line of railroad extending 
from the town of Mojave to the town of 
Barstow, in this judicial district, and the 
locomotive and cars hereinafter mentioned, 


‘and setting forth the subsequent qualifi- 


cation of the said receivers. and: the sub- 
sequent taking pcssession,’” management 
and operation of the said property by 
them pursuant to their ‘said appointment 
and qualification; and further setting forth 
that thereafter, to-wit, on the 6th day of 
June, 1894, at said Mojave, an organiza- 
tion known as and called ‘Industrial 
Army,”' and consisting, according to. affi- 
ant’s information and belief, of about. 400 
persons,“*whose names were “to the’affiant 
unknown, in’ contempt of this court, 
wrongfully, without right, and by force, 
seized and took from the possession of the 
said receivers a locomotive and train of 
cars then and there belonging to said 
Atlantic and Pacific Railroad Company, 
and then and there in the possession of 
the said receivers, and ran said train 
from Mojave to the town of Barstow, in 
the county of San Bernardino, within this 
judicial district, and were then, at the 
time of the making and presenting of said 
affidavit, in the possession of said loco- 
motive and train of cars, and refused 
and continued their refusal to. surrender 
the same to the said receivers; in’ contempt 
of the authority of ‘this - court; and, 
whereas, on the reading and consideration 
of said affidavit of the said Hunsaker, 
the District Judge of this judicial dis- 
trict, presiding in: said Cireuit- Court, on” 
the said 7th day of Juhe, 1894, made and 
issued an order directing the Marshal of 
this district to apprehend the said persons, 
wherever found in the said district, and 
bring them before this court at 
the. courtroom thereof on Monday, 
June 11, 1894, at 10:30 a.m., to be 
dealt. with according to law; and, 
whereas, the said Marshal on said 7th 
day of June, 1894, apprehended 170 of said

A. A. Nickerson, until recently a clerk | 
‘in the office of Superintendent Beamer of 
the Southern California Railway Company, | 
is a fugitive from justice, and, if captured, 
as he probably will be, will assuredly 
land in the penitentiary. 

Young Nickerson, who is not much over 
21 years of age, came here from Santa 
Barbara, where his parents reside, some 
twelve months ago.
